eproductive efficiency 
has been widely dis- 
ussed in the dairy in- 


dustry recently and it is likely 

that it will remain on the front 

burner for quite some time. The 

ability of dairymen to get cows 

pregnant has been greatly di- ,% 
minished in recent decades as 
production has increased along 

with the angularity of our cows. 
Guernseys are not immune to 

the problem, nor are we alone in 

our struggle to make improve- 

ments in this area. In fact, the AD 
average Daughter Pregnancy 

Rate (DPR) for Guernseys is 

nearly identical to that of Holstein and Brown Swiss. That doesn’t 
change the fact that we have lots of work to do to overcome the per- 
ception that Guernsey cows are hard to get pregnant. The Guernsey 
Foundation has recently been conducting some work to evaluate the 
reproduction of Guernsey cows. However, at this time, attacking the 
challenge genetically appears to be the most reliable (albeit slow) 
approach. 

USDA has made the PTA for DPR available for a couple years 
now and clear genetic differences have emerged among various blood- 
lines and bulls. There is enough variation amongst bulls that some of 
our larger herd owners have begun noticing differences in daughter 
groups just as most of us can see the differences in how daughters of 
one bull are usually milkier or taller than others. In this case though, 
the inability to get pregnant is always a fatal flaw in what are often oth- 
erwise very useful cows. There are no “great” cows that won’t breed 
back in their first or second lactation. They are simply pretty or really 
milky cows that can’t reproduce and not “great” at all. 

The current active AI List does not instill great confidence that 
we will be able to make rapid gains in this area soon. Of the 23 Ac- 
tive Sires, just 4 have positive evaluations for DPR.

n glancing over the April 2009 Active 

A.I. list, I realized that there are several 

bulls there that never get a mention in 
my column nor do they come up in gen- 
eral conversation with breeders. However, 
many of these bulls are being used - if only 
on a limited basis - and therefore I thought 
I should report on what I have seen among 
daughters of a few of these bulls. 

The latest release on the Active A.I. 
list is Myown Poker Bingo-ET. Now, be- 
fore all of you immediately write him off 
completely, let me begin by saying I truly 
think he was the best of the crop of Myown 
Magic Poker sons. I think everyone is 
aware that Poker was known for wide front 
teat placement and deeper udders although 
the daughters usually milked very well. | 
have seen quite a few Bingo daughters over 


the last few months and they are rather im- 
pressive cows. The most impressive thing 
about them is their frame. They are wide 
cows with a lot of strength and substance. 
I would call them moderate for stature and 
they just look like cows that have the total 
frame to thrive and compete well in a com- 
mercial environment. They also have very 
sound feet and legs which I think is evident 
in his linear proof for rear leg set and foot 
angle. The udders are very functional with 
very wide rear udders and a strong udder 
cleft, two traits that were also common with 
many of the Poker daughters. Where the 
improvement lies is in udder depth. Con- 
trary to what you might expect, the Bingo 
daughters have shallow udders as a whole. 
To me they look like cows that will last for 
many lactations. I would still protect against 
front teat placement when using him but the 
teats are not a huge problem as was com- 
mon with the Poker daughters. Finally, two 
more attractive things about Bingo are his 
components and his genetic diversity. He 
is plus for butterfat and protein and he is 
one of the few bulls in the active lineup that 
does not have Royal Oak, Tiller, Enhancer 
and any of the “L” bulls in his pedigree. 
Jens Gold Fort Hudson has lingered 
near the top of the active A.I. list for PTI for 
nearly two years now and continues to be 
the top milk bull in the breed. The numbers 
do not lie. Hudson will provide a lot of milk 
and the daughters are very angular with a 
deep, open rib. He makes a perfect mat-

ing on that tight ribbed, round two-year-old 
that just doesn’t seem to want to milk very 
much. The Hudson daughters have straight 
legs and track extremely well on their rear 
legs and these traits have helped Hudson 
also become the top bull in the breed for 
foot and legs composite. They have supe- 
rior udder quality with a strong udder cleft. 
However, the Hudson daughters do have 
deeper udders with wide front teats and a 
loose fore udder. Just analyzing the linear 
proof for Hudson, his type traits match up 
exactly to what I have seen in his daughters 
as far as their strengths and weaknesses. 

The last bull I will mention this month 
just so happens to be Bingo’s maternal 
brother, Ripley Farms Hot Shot Bryant-ET. 
Bryant is at or near the top of just about all 
of the rankings for “health traits”. 
these include Somatic Cell Score, Daughter 
Pregnancy Rate, Cheese Merit Dollars and 
Net Merit Dollars. I don’t think Bryant has 
received a lot of use because his type traits 
are not flashy, particularly his frame and rear 
udder traits. I can’t say I disagree with the 
numbers. I think the best way to describe 
the Bryant daughters is “Average”. They are 
average 2-year-olds who develop into aver- 
age mature cows. They are not cows who 
blow their udders and they are not cows that 
will win a lot of shows but they are cows 
that given the strength of their health traits 
are probably very PROFITABLE cows and 
given the current state of the dairy industry, 
that may be something to consider.

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mation of the improvements in milk and 
type genetics and the coming convention 
in Texas. While you are glancing thru the 
Journal take the time to enjoy the ads that 
are in here and look at the high production 
cows that are pictured and study to see if 
you can find similar traits in these cows as 
to why they are high producers with great 
type traits. We need sometimes to sit and 
relax, study and analyze the individual 
cows whether in the pages of the Journal 
or the show ring and find why they are 
good. We can then debate those findings 
and come up with new policies at the con- 
vention committee meetings and continue 
to improve our genetics. In order to con-

I commend the Holstein 
Association for having the nerve to get into 
the milk pricing policy discussions for the 
above reasons and maybe we as an Asso- 
ciation could also offer some good ideas 
or develop discussions groups for pricing 
policies, other wise we are in for a financial 
wreck. Lets get to work!!!!

Most of this column is comprised of lists. Ultimately you as 
a Guernsey breeder must make the decision regarding how impor- 
tant DPR is in your breeding program. The low reliability of DPR 
evaluations for most active sires and the low heritability of the trait 
itself must come into play when you make this decision. However, 
if you have seen, in your own herd, results that match the informa- 
tion listed here, you will have to agree that the genetic component 
of reproductive performance is very real and should be considered 
in every breeding plan.

“Oh, the Places you’ll go!” -Dr. Seuss 


Florida oranges, Georgia pines, and Cal- 
ifornia’s infamous “happy” cows. These 
are just a few of the agricultural commodi- 
ties I got to witness in my recent travels. 
As part of the Cornell University Dairy Sci- 
ence (CUDS) club and my Farm Business 
Management class, I was able to travel to 
California in January and Florida and Geor- 
gia this past spring break. These trips not 
only broadened my knowledge base of ag- 
riculture but also exposed me to the chang- 
ing landscape of our country’s agricultural 
commodities. 

As it was my first time traveling to the 
“Golden State” of California, I anxiously 
anticipated seeing the state's wide array of 
products and farms. We traveled to several 
large commercial dairy operations as well 
as vegetable growers, a citrus grove, al- 
mond and cotton harvesting facilities, and 
a feeder operation. We 2!so had the oppor- 
tunity to network with Cornell alumni and 
gain perspectives on the changes occur- 
ring in the state. It seemed to be a recur- 
ring theme that regulations are hindering 
the future of many farms in the state, most 
notably Proposition 2 in regard to animal 
welfare. Clean air and water regulations 
have also directly affected the dairy farms 
and how they manage their manure storage. 
California is experiencing record low milk 
prices with the price of milk being less than 
$8/cwt at the time of our visit. With the 
changing economy and regulations that the 
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state is facing, we can only give more credit 
to the farmers and individuals that continue 
to contribute to our food system. 

Arriving in Florida and Georgia to 85 
degree weather, I knew the trip was going 
to be nothing less than a great experience. 
Our travels began in Albany, Georgia, at an 
alligator farm consisting of over 175,000 
alligators. Never in my life could I have 
imagined seeing this many gators in one 
place, nor would I have ever wanted to! It 
was extremely interesting though to learn 
about how the alligators are raised and how 
consumers actually have a high demand 
for alligator based products. We were also 
able to visit a custom harvesting operation, 
a dairy farm consisting of over 11,000 reg- 
istered Holsteins at three farm sites, and a 
broiler operation. A representative from 
Georgia Farm Bureau also spoke to us about 
the changing face of Georgia agriculture 
and informed us that the number of farms 
in the state has not fluctuated as greatly 
as other parts of the country. This may be 
due to the consistent weather in Georgia, 
fairly stable prices farmers are receiving 
for their products, and consumer demand 
has remained constant. It was interesting to 
learn that Georgia is known for the four Ps: 
Pines, Pecans, Peanuts, and Poultry, and is 
now ranked third for Peaches in the USA. 
All of the farmers we talked to showed us 
nothing less than southern hospitality, and 
provided us with a wealth of information 
that we can take with us about Southeast 
agriculture. 


After a brief stop at Disney World to see 
Mickey and friends, we made our way to the 
horse capital of the world in Ocala, Florida. 
We were able to attend the Ocala Breed- 
er’s Sale where the top horse sold for over 
$550,000. Let’s hope that cattle prices see 
an increase like that this year! We also vis- 
ited Westside Ranch that boards horses and 
has their own training facility. One of their 
elite colts is sired by Derby winner Smarty 
Jones! In addition to learning about the 
equine industry, we visited Florida’s Natural 
citrus grove and learned about the issues fac- 
ing their harvesting for the season. 

When given the opportunity to travel, both 
nationally and internationally, | recommend 
that you take advantage of it! It not only 
provides you with the chance to visit new 
places and meet new people, but to acquire 
knowledge to better understand our world’s 
economy. In the agriculture industry today, 
we need people that can make a positive im- 
pact for both our farmers and our consumers. 
With the present economy in fluctuation, new 
issues facing the dairy industry every day, and 
growing opposition against conventional ag- 
riculture; taking an active role has never been 
more important. The information I gained 
about the US dairy industry and agriculture 
from my travels will carry with me for many 
years...and who knows, maybe someday I’Il 
diversify by raising alligators alongside my 
Guernsey herd.
